After the firing of the national salute
and ‘a patriotic selection by Santelmann's
Band., the procession formed south of the
Arlington Mansion. In the line were to be
seen the grizzled veterans of 1865, and the
martial forms of those who served in the
Spanish war.

The line proceeded to the monument
which marks the resting place of the “un-
known™ soldiers of the ecivil war. The
shaft had been decorated with flags and
flowers, and as the procession halted and
stood in reverent silence, as the band play-
ed a solemn dirge, the committee assigned
to the task strewed roses and daisies about
the monument, beneath which lie the
bones of more than 2000 soldiers whose
fdentity could be determined at the
time of burial

Passing down the main avenue until the
place was reached where the soldiers lie in
long rows to the south of the road, the
proceesion broke ranks and scattered flow-
ers over the thousands of graves in that
